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| SYMPATHY SHOWN 
FOR MRS. GRACE 


Women Call at the Jail, But 
Fail to See Her. 


She Spends Sunday Reading, 


Magazines—A Visit From 
Her Lawyer Prevents Her 
Attending the Services in 
the Tower. 


Mrs. Daisy Grace spent a quiet Sun- 
day yesterday, broken only by one visit 
from her lawyer. She breakfasted late 
and ate heartily, after which she made 
the most careful tollette since her in- 
carceration, as it was the first mofn- 
ing after she received her clothes and 
todlet articles. 

Magazines occupied her attention 
during the morning. She is a voracious 
reader in her swvolitude, and it has been 
her only means of passing the long 
hours. 

J. A. Branch visited her after din- 
ner. He was with her for more than 
an hour, and last night made the. fol- 
lowing statement: 

Mrs. Grace Feeling Better. 

“Mrs. Grace is feeling better than 
she has since her last arrest. Her 
throat has cleared up and she was able 
to talk without the difficulty she has 
experienced during the last few days. 
There is nothing new in the case and 
no statement regarding it is to be made 
now.” 

Mr. Branch’s visit to the Tower pre- 
vented Mrs. Grace attending the usual 
Sunday afternoon services which are 
held in the rotunda of the jail by a 
visiting minister and several fellow. 
workers. 

“Ie there any religious service that 
I could attend?’’ asked Mrs. Grace Sat- 
urday, mindful of the strict Dutch 
training of her Pennsylvania child- 
hood. 

She was told that the prisoners were 
all invited to attend services in the 
afternoon. A small organ furnishes 
music for the hymns, and during the 
service any prisoner who likes is giv- 
en a chance to address the small con- 
gregation. 

Did Not Attend Services. 

The services commenced only a lit- 
tle while after Mr. Branch reached the 
ward where Mrs. Grace is confined, and 
she did not come downstairs at all. It 
would have been her first glimpse of 
the jail since the afternoon she waited 
in the rotunda, stared at by curious 
eyes, while the elevator was brought 
down from the top floor to carry her 
little partv up to “third west,” where 
she is locked up. 

Mrs. Grace has had a number of visi- 
tors since her arrest. All of them 
have been denied permission to see her. 
All of the visitors were women, the 
majority of whom did not know her, 
and one left a note to be sent to her. 
It read 

“My Dear Mrs. Grace: I have heard 
of your case and have sympathized 
with you in your arrest, for I do not 
believe you are guilty. I have not 
called out of idle curiosity, nor solely 
for the pleasure of meeting you, but 
for the privilege of giving you what 
aid and sympathy might be in my pow- 
er. I too. am a wife and mother, and 
I pray God that He may bring you out 
of your difficulties. 

“Sincerely yours, 
“MRS... - — ——,”’ 
Note Sent to Mrs. Grace. 


The note was wrtten on some 
scratch paper which was furnished at 
the Tower. The visitor asked the priv- 
ilege of sending up a note wheh she 
learned that Mrs. Grace could not be 
seen. 

Eugene Hamilton Grace rested well 
in his room at St. Joseph's infirmary. 
He was allowed to see only his imme- 
diae family. A statement from Dr. W. 
S. Goldsmith was given out last night 
as to the patient’s condition: 

“Mr. Grace is getting on very well 
and is rapidly recovering from the im- 
mediate shock of his wound. His lung 
is clearing up. So far we have been 
umable to ascertain the extent of the 
injury to his spinal column. We have 
taken no X-ray photographs or any- 
thing of that kind, and cannot tell 
how far it is injured. He is still in a 
very serious condition.’ 

Grace held no consultaton with his 
attorneys, and Reuben R. Arnold stated 
that there were no new developments 
in the case, in fact nothing whatever 
was done Sunday. 

“What about the letter?’ he was ask- 
ed in reference to the letter which \ 
directed to Mrs. Grace, presumably by 
herself or at her direction, which at- 
tempted to throw suspicion on some- 
one else unknown, and which by a 
strange freak of fate fell into the 
hands of Grace’s relatives when she 
was hurriedly recalled from Newnan. 

‘"There is nothing yet to be said about 
the letter,” he answered. “It will hard- 
ly be given out before the trial.” 

New Witnesses Denied. 

At police station apparently nothing 
was done. It was denied that any wit- 
ness had been found who heard a shot 
fired between 5 and 6 o’clock last Tues. 
day morning, or that one had been 
found who heard a shot later in the 
gay, about noon, The servants are still 
in prison and are held for material 
witnesses. 

The commitment trial of Mrs. Grace, 
set for next Wednesday, will hardly 
be called at that time. Unless Grace 
dies, or unless he gets well, both of 
which are unexpected, the case will 
probably be checked by consent of 
counsel on both sides. 


In that event, it is not unlikely that. 


Mrs. Grace will make application for 
bond and will be released from custody. 
Her attorney, John W. Moore, has con- 
stantly stressed the fact that she is 
able to make any bond required and 
that she is being kept locked up when 
such @ bond can be made. Her desire 
for freedom is said to be intense, and 
it will be granted this week, it is be- 
lieved.

PLAN TQ CURTAIL 
TARIFF REVISION 


Democrats in House Plan to 
"Speed Up" Congress, 


Leader Underwood Indicates 
That Wool Bill Will Be Last 
Revision Measure Reported 
at This Session—Wants an. 
Early Adjournment. 


Washington, March 10.—Curtailment 
of the democratic tariff revision pro- 
gram with a view to “speeding up” 
congress to permit adjournment before 
the national conventions is now the} 
expressed aim of the democratic ma-| 
jority in the house. 

Republicans and democrats in the 
senate and house are chafing over de- 
lay in actual legislation that threatens 
to crowd congress later on. 

Democratic Leader Underwood, of the 
house, chairman of the ways and) 
means committee, indicated today that | 
the wool tariff revision bill, which is 
to be reported probably within ten 
days, will be the last of the revision 
measures at this session of congress. 
The idea has been discussed by lead- 
ers of both parties in both houses, and 
those who have conferred have ex- 
pressed the view that congress was 
likely to be away from Washington be- 
fore the gathering of the republican | 
clans at Chicago on June 18, and the| 
democrats at Baltimore on June 25. 


Last of Tariff Bills. 

“I think our tariff revision bills will 
end with the woolen schedule, which 
we expect to report within ten days,” 
said Mr. Underwood today. “There is 
no use for us to go any further until 
we find out what the senate is going 
to do with the bills already passed, and 
what the president is going to do. We 
have passed a stee) bill and a chem- 
ical bill We will pass a sugar bill, 
and then we will have a woo! bill. 

“We will have made our record on} 
the tariff with these schedules, and I' 
am opposed to going any further if 
the work ts wasted.” 

“Will congress adjourn before the 
national conventions?’ Mr. Underwood 
was “asked. “I am doing everything 
in my power to bring that about, and 
I confidently believe that it will he 
accomplished. As soon as the sugar 
bill is out of the way I may bring in 
the excise tax bill. I have not quite} 
made up my mind whether to follow 
with it immediately after the sugar 
bill is passed, but probably will, as I 
view the situation now. If not, the 
appropriation: bills. will be taken up. 
The diplomatic bill, postoffice bill, leg- 
islative bills and others all are ready 
These can be hastened through. 

“T gee no reason now why adjourn- 
ment cannot be reached before the 
conventions.” 

Program in Senate. 

The democratic program in the sen- 
ate is to stand solidly behind the 
house steel bill, and, in a’ general way, 
to support the democratic measures 
that come from the house. The regu- 
lar republicans, standing on what they 
assert to be definite assurance that 
the president will veto any revision 
legislation not based on tariff board re- 
will solidly oppose house bills 
not based on such reports. 

Wool is the only subject reported 
upon by the board. The house demo- 
erats are talking of a free wool bill, 
through Democratic Leader Underwood 
insists that even silk or rubber would

Something like one-third of the 
counties of Georgia hold their pri- 
maries in the spring—in April or May: 
and it has been suggested that if a 
in the latter part of 
April or early part of May. were fixed | 
for the presidential primary it would 
be adopted by all the counties desirous 
of holding their primaries at this time, 
thus materially simplifying the situa- 
tion. 


Might Use 1912 Registration. 
With a date for the presidential pri- 
mary somewhere about the first of 
it might be barely possible to 
use the 1912 registration lists in their 
completed form, although it would 
rush the registrars to get the lists in/| 


/shape by that time. 


That is a matter, however, which is 
to the committee. The 
if {t desires, order 
the 1910 registration used; in which 
event it would also have authority to 


registered in 1910. but whe are 
now registered and qualified to vote in 
the 1912 elections. 

The committee could even ignore the 
registration lists if it wished, it is 
stated, but in doing that it would vio- 
ate all precedent, and it is not antici- 
pated that a plan of that kind will be 
considered. 

The right to vote itn the presidential 
will, it is stated, be based, 
on some registeation list: which one is 
to be determined, as statéd, by the! 
committee. 

Inasmuch as many county primaries} 
are likely to be held on the same date, 
the question of the registration list to 
be used might be left in each instance 
to thecounty executive committee, at 
least In those counties where primaries 
are held; for the county committee in 
such counties will have to decide upon 
some registration list to be used in 
those counties. 

May Depend on Date. 

As already indicated, the registra- 
tion list to be used for the presidential 
primary may depend largely on the 
date fixed for it. 

The registration for the state elec- 
tion and the state primary will close| 
at midnight of April 2. The law re- 


' quires the tax collector who keeps the | 


registration books to make up a ee | 
of all those registered between the) 
time he opened his books in October: 
last and the close of April 2, and, 
within ten days, to turn these lists 
over to the county registrars—registra- 
tion boards appointed by the judges of 
the superior courts. 

The board of registrars is required 
to meet by April 20, or on the first 
Monday after that date, and to go over 
these lists and purge them. The meet- 
ing of the registration boards this year 
will take place on April 22. They are 
required ta complete their work and to 
file perfected lists of the registered 
voters in their respective counties with 
the clerks of the superior courts not 
later than June Il. 

This however, would be too late for 
the presidential primary, if it should 
be held before the latter part of May or 
the first of June. 

TYsually, however, it requires the 
registration boards only a few days in} 
which to complete the purging of the 
lists, and there would not seem to be 
any apparent reason why arrangement 
could not be made to secure these lists, 
if the date of the presidential primary 
were fixed within a reasonable time. 

Inasmuch as the 1912 registration 
lists are those which will be used in 
the presidential election in November, 
many think these should be used for 
the presidentfal primary. 


If Eerllier Date Is Chosen. 

If. however, an earlier date should 
be chosen for the presidential primary, 
one which would make {ft out of the 
question to secure the . completed, 
purged iists of the 1912 registration, 
the committee might still use the 1912! 
without purging, securing the! 
lists direct from the tax ‘collector in| 
each county, before they pass through! 
the hands of the registration boards. | 

The only alternative for this is the! 
use of the 1910 registration lists, which 
could probably be procured without 
difficulty; but in this event, as already 
stated, it would be up to the commit- 
tee to make some provision for those 
not registered in 1910, but who are 
registered this year and who are now 
entitled to vote. : 

If, then, the date of the presidential 
primary be fixed in April, it would 
appear that the state committee will) 
have to order the use either of the! 
1912 registration lists without purging, 
and the 1910 lists, supplementing them 
with such names as it may be decided 
are entitled to g0 On it. 

If the date is fixed in May, it will 
be possible in practically every count 
{n the state to secure the completed, 
purged lists from the 1912 registration. 
Even in this event, some of those who 
will be entitled to vote In the presi- 
dential election may be left off, be- 
cause the registration books for that 
election do not close until May 3. {It 
may be taken for granted, however, 
that most Georgia democrats will be 
registered by April 2, for otherwise

Saturday night a pistol shot was 
heard in Adkins’ market and Cleckley 
arrested Adkins, whereupon the lat- 
ter’s two sons precipitated trouble in 
trying to prevent the arrest. A dozen 
or more men gathered on the street 
in front of the market, and as,Cleck- 
ley started out of the door a shot was 
fired in the dark. Instantly the shoot- 
ing became general, and when it had 
subsided Cushman was dead ang two 
other men, wounded, lay near him. 
Three of the wounfled got away from 
the scene.

Mexico City, March 10.—A gigantic

Great Outpouring. 

Although apparently not a manifes- 
tation of approval of the personnel of 
the administration, there has not been 
seen in the capital such an outpour- 
ing of the people of all classes since 
the triimphal entry of Madero last 
June. Every grade of society from 
the sandal-shod laborer to the frock- 
coated business man and officeholder 
was to be seen in the many divisions 
of the marchers. There were few 
vivas for Madero, but many “deaths 
for Orozco and for Vasquez Gomez.” 
The sentiment expressed by the hun- 
dreds of banners to be seen was 
fidelity toward the support of the or- 
ganized government, The pres‘dent 
hung for three hours over the railings 
of the central balcony of the palace, 
listening to impassioned speeches de- 
livered by orators of the movement 
from the top of a convenient bus or 
from any point of vantage avallable.

I am sorry I 
stole that stuff, because my boss was 
sure good to me.” : 

The robbery was reporteg to the po- 
lice by Mrs. Washington last Friday 
morning. Detectives McGill and Gil- 
lespie were assigned to the case, and 
the negro Robinson was placed under 
Robinson boldly return- 
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ed to work after hiding the stolen 
silver and rugs and feigned to assist 
the police in the investigation. He 
even attempted to shift suspicion to 
some of the other servants in the 
house.

by Councilman Orville H. Hall, which 
calls for an investigation by the rail- 
road commission for cheaper street car 
fares. 

Councilman Hall's resolution was at 
first referred to the committee on 
electric and other railways, and then 
taken from that committee, after a 
public hearing had been held, and re- 
ferred to a joint committee composed 
of the committee on tax, electric 
lights and electric and other 
The joint committee held 
no meeting at which the people could 
ve. heard from, but confined its work to 
conferences with the officiale of the 
Georgia Rallway and Electric Company 
and the Georgia Railway and Power 
Company. Instead of the joint com- 
mittee taking up the Hall resolution 
for cheaper street car fares, it used 
the opportunity to secure concessions 
from the public utility corporations on 
other matters. As has been stated in 
The Constitution, the jotnt committee 
submitted eleven propositions and 
finally reached an agreement whereby 
the city would secure the following 
concessions. 

A reduction of the rate for elec- 
tric lights from 9 to 7 cents per 
Kilowatt hour, net; a reduction of the 
rate for electric power from. 5.4 to 4.5 
cents per kilowatt hour, net; a reduc- 
tion of the minimum for lights from 
$2 to $1, and for power from $1 to 50 
cents; the paving of the streets by the 
trolley car company of 16 feet where 
there are double tracks and 11 feet 
where there are single tracks: the ex- 
tension of wires for 200 feet without 
‘cost to the consumer; the preservation 
of the city’s water supply at the river: 


tition for the electric current {nvesti- 
gation and to kill the Hall resolution 
for: cheaper street car fares. 

As the trolley car company, so it 
is understood, was assured, before it 
made any agreement as to rates, that 
at least twenty-six members of coun- 
cil would ratify the agreement, it is 
practically certain that council will ap-

BUT FOR RIGHTEOUSNESS 


Roosevelt Says That the Fight 
Involves the Rights of the 
People, and He Is Fighting 
for the People—He Makes 
Plea for Primary in All the 
States. 


Washington, March 10.—Copies of a 
letter on the subject of preferential 
presidential primaries, written by Col, 
Theodore Roosevelt to Senator Joseph 
M. Dixon, director of the Roosevelt 
national headquarters here, were given 
out tonight by Senator Dixon, 

Colonel Roosevelt apparently in- 
dorses Senator Dixon’s challenge to 
Director McKinley, of the Taft head- 
quarters, for such primaries and scores 
Mr. McKinley’s reply that he “did 
not favor changes in the rulesof the 
game, while the game was in prog- 
ress.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt refers to the nomi- 
nations of fedéral office-holders which 
President Taft recently withdrew from 
the senate and infers that the presi- 
dent’s action was taken to provide an 
“example” for the politicians of the 
state, 

“Practically the enttre body of pro- 
fessional politicians are pitted againet 
us in this contest,” the colonel wrote, 
“and in every state and in every con- 
gressional district they are led by the 
officeholders, who, with the example 
before them of what was done in con- 
nection with the nominations for local 
offices in North Carolina, are working 
as we have rarely seen them work in 
American political life.” 

Letter of Roosevelt. 

Colonel Roogevelt’s letter in 
as follows: einen . 

“My Dear Senator Dixon: I have 
received your letter of March 6. stat- 
ing that In yourropipion it is of vital 
importance to the sticcess of the re- 
publican party in the November elec- 
tions that the national republican con- 
vention. shall nominate the candidate 
whom the mass of the republican vot- 
ers wish nominated, -and that, there- 
fore, this sentiment? should be given 
expression through presidential pref- 
erential primartes in the se ral states 
in order that the wishes of the vot- 
ers may be ascertain before instea/ of 
after the nomination.

“Our opponents, on ‘the contrary, 
take Mr. McKinley's view that we are 
engaged in a game in which the inter- 
ests of the people, it is true, are at 
stake, but in which the people them- 
selves are not to have their voice. Mr. 
McKinley’s position was stated with 
frank cynicism by Congressman Camp- 
bell on behalf of the reactionary ele- 
ment in the republican party when in 
a recent speech in New Hampshire he 
is quoted as ‘rousing the greatest en- 
thusiasm by declaring that the repub- 
lican party does not believe in an ap- 
peal from the umpire to the bleach- 
ers.’ 

“Mr. Campbell has’ simply. stated 
more frankly the view held (as is evi- 
dent by Mr. McKinleys statement) 
generally among our opponents. The 
feeling is that polities is a game, that 
the people should simply sit on the 
bleachers as spectators, and that no 
appeal lies to the people from the men 
who, for their own profit, are playing 
the game. 

‘It is astounding that men should 
venture to take such a position; and 
it shows that those men and those for 
whom they speak and whom they rep- 
resent have wandered far, indeed, 
from the ground held by Abraham 
Lincoln when he declared this to bea 
government dedicated to the welfare 
of the common people, and to be man- 
aged justly and honorably by those 
plain people for their own welfare in 
accordance with the immutable laws 
of righteousness. 

Merely a Game. 

“Our opponents take the view that 
this contest is merely a game; that 
the object of the contest is to win 
prizes for the contestants, and that 
public office is the reward that goes 
to the winners of the game; and that, 
therefore, it is a piece of allowable 
smartness to refuse to make changes 
in the laws during the progress of the 
contest, if these changes would deprive 
the fleld captains of the political world 
of the advantage they now hold over 
the plain people. 

“In short, the issue may be stated 
as follows: Should election laws be 
framed with a view to the interests of 
politicians, or should election laws be 
framed with a view to carrying out 
the popular will? We have, on the 
one hand, Mr. McKinley and Mr. Camp- 
bell and the reactionary element for 
whom they stand, an element which 
has made it evident that they prefer

Laredo, Texas, March 10.—More than 
two hundred refugees from Mexico, for 
the most part women and children, 
passed through Laredo today for points 
in the United States, where they will 
remain until the present troubles in 
the neighboring republic are over. 

The greater part of the refugees 
are of the well-to-do class, and are 
accompanied by servants. Among 
them are a number of widows with 
small children, some of these in indi- 
gent circumstances. The latter are 
being provided for by other members 
of the party. 

According to passengers from Mex- 
ico today, there are many Americans 
in that country who desire to leave, 
but are financially unable to do so.

MAKE CLEAN-UP STATE-WIDE. 

f Two million people are needlessly ill and sixty thousand die 
‘prematurely in America every year. Georgia, especially the rural 
portion of the state, must contribute a large quota to this toll, the 
/more tragic in that much of it is wholly voluntary. A body blow 
is aimed at this condition by one of the latest bulletins of the state 
board of health. The board, through its alert and scientific secre- 
tary, Dr. H. F. Harris, calls upon the people of Georgia to take 
steps for the minimizing of the mosquito and the house-fly—both 
proved distributors of deadly disease—before the onset of hot 
weather. 

If every county in the state will follow the warning by preach- 
ing and practicing the virtue of screening and by abolishing breed- 
ing places for the mosquito, the death rate and sick list for 1912 
will show a radical decrease. Towns and cities in Georgia have 
exhibited a commendable disposition to fall in line. Five years 
ago the open garbage can was a common nuisance and a tangible 
peril in our municipalities. Stagnant pools, earth-closets and sta- 
ble accumulations were allowed to furnish a flourishing breeding 


on its crawling feet and _ legs, 
served as a hypodermic needle to convey malaria and other mala- 
dies.

In the rural districts proper it is different. It is here, proba-

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SPEECHLESS BANQUETS. 


Civilization has been patronizingly setting forth its qualifica- 
tions as tutor to the awakened Chinese, but a recent event jin which 
New York Celestials were the participants indicates that, in one 
respect at least, we should sit humbly and thankfully at the feet of 
the followers of Confucius. The Hip Sing Tong, one. of the big 
Chinese societies of the metropolis, projected a banquet to celebrate 
the proclaiming of a republic in the mother country. In the first 
place, all precedents were broken in that eighty-eight courses were 
served. Another innovation—and this we might well copy with 
profit—was an invitation to the guests to take a stroll around the 
block exactly midway of the festivities. This device had the salu- 
tary advantage of allowing the more convivially inclined to climb 
back to normal, and of whetting the universal. appetite for the 
forty-four courses to follow. How many American banquets might 
have been saved from wreckage and failure by this simple resort, 
it is difficult to estimate. 


But the prize lesson of the occasion, so far as we talkative 
Americans are concerned, is that the banquet was positively and ab- 
solutely a speechless one. Imagine an American banquet denuded 
of oratory, and the terrors and boredom with which the national 
institution is invested for the average citizen vanish forthwith into 
thin air. Instead of inviting distinguished Chinamen to inflict long- 
winded rhetoric or antediluvian humor on the helpless revelers, the 
promoters of the banquet told the guests to play cards to their 
heart’s content, or to listen to the low, sad strains of the intermina- 
ble Chinese music resounding through the hall. Instead of the tire- 
some buzz of the speaker and the stifled yawns of the audience, 
there was heard the shuffling of fan-tan and the weird intricacies 
of Chinese comic opera. If you can get in your mind’s eye the 
heretical spectacle of an American banquet with the grator muzzled 
and the guests amiably pairing off in stud poker opintaocele you 
will win a glimpse of the banquet restored to its pristine mission of 
promoting sociability and bona fide relaxation. Incidentally, the 
players would suspend their game while they listened dreamily to 
the latest “rag,” or the “houn’ dawg” song.

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fLENTEN SERMON PREACHE 
BY REV. HUGH K. WALKER

Last week, as soon as The Constitu- 
tion had opened the campaign for a 
cleaner Atlanta and the board of 
health and sanitary department had 
issued its promulgation, the people be- 
gan to get busy, so it was reported to 
the sanitary chief, and to begin to 
get their backyards in proper shape. 

Since the construction department 
gave the colq and inclement weather 
as a reason for. the streets not being 
put in good repair, and now that the 
weather is warm and clear, the work 
of repairing all the paved streets will 
doubtless begin at once.

Columbus, Ohio, March 10.—Far- 
reaching changes in the organic law of 
the state will be submitted to the, 
voters of Chio next fall for their adop- 
tion or rejection. Delegates to the! 
fourth constitutional of the state now | 
in session here today estimated that) 
probably thirty amendments to the : 
charter of the commonwealth would 
be submitted. In the nine weeks of 
deliberation by the convention since 
January 9, four important. propositions 
have been ‘approved for submission. 

Chief among the amendments so far 
prepared was one giving women full 
and equal enfranchisement with men. 

The liquor license proposal adopted 
will limit the traffic to one saloon for 
500 population, prohibits brewery own- 
ed saloons and preserves all existing 
local option laws. Both leaders of the 
temperance and liquor organizations 
have asserted that they will not oppose 
the approval of the proposal by the 
electors. 

The other two amendments approved 
by the convention provide for the con- 
struction of a modern system of high- 
ways throughout the state, and reform 
of the jury system. The electors will 
have to approve the issue of $50,000,000 
to carry out the work proposed in the 
highway amendment.

GOETHALS LUNCHES 
WITH THE KAISER 


Berlin, March 10.—Lieutenant Colo- 
ne] George W. Goethals, U. 8S. A., chief 
engineer of the Panama canal, was the 
guest of the emperor today at luncheon. 
The empress, Princess Victoria Luise, 
the minister of marine, Admiral Von 
Tirpitz, and the * minister of . public 
works, Herr Von Bretenbach, were also 
present. 

Colonel Goethals, in an interview 
later, praised the emperor, not as a 
war lord, but as a pleasant host. In 
the discussion of the Panama canal, 
he found that the emperor was sur- 
prisingly conversant with every detail 
of the work. “I was personally intro- 
duced to your steam shovels on the 
northeast sea canal,” the emperor ex- 
plained. 

He praised the Panama construction, 
added Colonel Goethals, but asked: 
“Why didn’t you make the locks as 
wide as those of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
cana! ?”’ 

The colonel replied that they were 
wide enough for the biggest existing 
Warships, and the emperor said: 

“Yes, now. When we built the Kaiser 
Wilhelm locks they sufficed for that 
period, but .we have had to expend 
much money en them since.”

HOW THE MAJOR LEAGUE CLUBS 
SECURED THEIR NICKNAMES 


The Sporting News record book has 
the following interesting article 
the origin of nicknames by. the 
league clubs. 

Every follower of professional base- 
ball knows the nicknames of the big 
league teams, but it takes the old-time 
fan to pass an examination on their 
origin. 

The Pittsburg ttain, commonly called 
the Pirates, got that name as a result 
of the kidnaping of Louis Bierbauer, 
a star second baseman’from the Phila- 
delphia Athietics away back in 13888

The New York Natianals were dubbed 
the Giants by the late P.

American League invaded 
1900. I. KE. Sanborn and Carl Green, 
Chicago sporting writers, were joinily 
responsible for the shortening of name 
to White Sox. They could not make 
the longer one fit into the head lines 
of the newspapers and agreed to try 
the shorter one, with the result that 
it caught on and made a hit. The 
name Cubs was also of a newspaper 
origin. At the time Frank Selee took 
the management of the Chicago Na- 
tional team during the baseball war, 
and filled in its ranks left vacant by 
the American League raids with young- 
sters, mostly of the average stature 
of smaller, George Rice, then a sport- 
ing writer, was the first to spring the 
name, and it was taken up generally 
in a short time. 

Tim Murnane, a veteran baseball 
writer, called the Boston National 
League team the Doves, after the late 
owner, George Dovey. After Mr. 
Dovey’s death the control of the clubd 
passed into the hands of his brother, 
John, so the name still sticks. Pre- 
viously the team was called the Béan- 
eaters. John I, Taylor, the owner of 
the American League club, named his 
team the Red Sox, as he wanted 
drop the other nicknames, 
and Plymouth Rocks, applied to it. Last

HIGH-BRED COTTON SEED. 

AM not an advocate of the policy of 
| Planting a large area in cotton in 

Q@rder to secure a large aggregate 
crop and corresponding low price. I 
belfeve ‘t is an exceedingly unwise 
procedure for a farmer to plant a 
large area in cotton in order to secure 
@ great number of bales, regardless of 
the yield per acre and the cost per 
pound of cotton. The south is already 
producing enough cotton to supply its 
quota of the world’s demand—rather 
too much for the good of the cotton 
growers. The true policy is to produce 
such a crop as will barely meet the de- 
mand for consumption at prices that 
will fully renumerate the skillful, up- 
to-date farmer. 

But the individual argument is the 
one that should be pressed home to the 
farmer. 

The man who makes a bale to the 
acre by the adoption of the best meth- 
ods of rotation, the production of an 
ample supply of “hog and hominy,” 
judicious yet liberal fertilization, is 
all right even at ten to twelve 
cents per pound—crop round—for the 
staple. The farmer that makes a bale 
and upward to the acre is not the man 
that appeals for sympathy. It is the 
thousands and hundreds of thousands 
who do not average half bale per acre 
—their number legion. There are 
many Who do not get even one-third of 
a hale. These are the men who con- 
tribute their millions of bales of cot- 
ton that have cost as much, and, tn 
many cases, more than they. will sell 
for in market. Their only effect ts to 
increase the aggregate crop and aid in 
cutting the price of the same, thus 
gaining nothing themselves but only 
helping to evt the price and prevent 
the bale-to-the-acre farmers from get- 
ting a fully remunerative price. A 
“fully remunerative price” may be 
fairly claimed as one that is twenty- 
five per cent above the net cost of 
production—in the long run—counting 
avery item of expense. 

Seed ‘ontrolling Factor. 

A “larger vield per acre and a smal- 
ler number of acres” should the 
rule with every farmer. 

Among the factors contributing to 
this larger yield per acre and less 
cost per pound of.cotton, is the essen- 
tial one of securing the very best seed 
obtainable. It is also about the eas- 
jest and least expensive, provided the 
farmer knows which are the best varie- 
ties and most reliable grcewers of 
them. There are yet farmers who be- 
lieve that there is little or no ad- 
Vantage in planting select seed and 
keeping them high-grade by annual 
selection. Such farmers claim our 
pity, but are scarcely entitled to any 
feeling of sympathy.

years (1895 to 1904, inclusive). The 
number of varieties tested each year 
of the ten averaged about twenty- 
three. Each variety was claimed to De 
high bred, carefully selected, etc. The 
most productive and the least produc- 
tive variety of each year were com- 
pared each year, and the average of 
the best and the average of the poor- 
est,.for the ten vears are given. Cot- 
ton emt was valued at 10 cents per 
pound the seed at 80 cents per 
100 pounds ($16 per ton).

“Allowing $10 per acre for the @x- 
pense of preparing, planting and cul- 
tivating an acre in cotton, $5 per acre 
for fertilizers—or $15 per acre—there 
would still be $5 left of the average 
difference of $20 between the extremes 
of each year. Or, to put it differenthy: 
Two highly improved and equally 
productive farms might be cultivated 
and fertilized every year for ten years 
exactly alike in every particular, @X- 
cepting that-on one farm only the best 
variety of each year's test be planted, 
and on the other farm only the poor- 
est variety, with the result that the 
one farm would produce $20 per acre 
in excess of the product of the other 
or enough to pay all the expenses of 
preparation, cultivation, superintend- 
ence, etc., not including, perhaps, the 
cost of picking (for this is the one 
item of expense that is always 
greater, per acre, when the more 
productive variety of cotton is 


planted). 

“Or suppose that two farmers,. of 
equal skill and industry, should each 
plant and cultivate 100 acres of land 
of exactly the same highly productive 
quality, in precisely the same manner 
and with the same fertilizers, for ten 
years, with the single difference that 
the one farmer planted every year 
seeds of the best, and the other farmer 
planted seeds of the poorest of the 
Varieties tested each year: A very 
little calculation will show that the 
farmer planting the best variety will 
have annually produced $2,000 worth 
more eotton than the other farmer;

To H. J., Hawkinsville, Ga.—A mix- 
ture such you propose of two tons 
of 16 per cent acid, one ton cotton seed 
mea! and one tons of muriate would 
analyze 8.50—1.50—)2.50.

[ have often said, you cannot get a 
high-grade guano with low-grade in- 
Sredients. If you want a considerable 
percentage of nitrogen, you must use 
a higher grade nitrogenous ingredient 
than cotton seed meal. For instance, 
high-grade dried blood or nitrate of 
soda. 

Moreover, you don’t need so much 
hitrogen and potash for either corn or 
cotton on sort of land I know of. Your 
mixture would do for peas (sandy 
land, or beans (late) or other legume. 

There is no advantage in high-grade 
Suano over medium or low grade, un- 
less you can get the ingredients neces- 
Sary to make a high grade at a less 
price per pound of phosphoric acid, 
nitrogen and potash. This you can 
‘usually do, for 16 per cent acid is al- 
ways cheaper than 14 per cent, or any 
lower grade. So, also, miuriate of pot- 
ash is a little cheaper per pound of 
potash than is Kainit—but not very 
much. But cotton seed meal is general- 
ly about the cheapest nitrogenous in- 
zredient.

C. B. Moon, Auburn, Ala.—I have 
about two or two and a half acres of 
fairly good land sown to Oats. I plant- 
ed them on the 8th of February, and 
have up a good stand. | want to give 
them a top-dressing with nitrate of 
soda. Now, what I want to know is 
what time to apply the nitrate, and 
how much per acre to get best results 
Would you advise putting on all at one 
time, or divide and make two applica- 
tions?

Answer—Your inquiry seems to be 
based on the idea that oats need only 
nitrogen, when it is a fact that, if the 
soil is deficient in nitrogen, it is :

You should bave ap- 
plied a complete fertilizer 
of sowing the seed a Sane “aan 
pounds 14 per cent acid, 100 pounds cot- 
ton seed meal and 60 pounds muriate of 
potash, per acre, and- when oats are 
fully up, about 50 pounds of nitrate of 
soda as a top-dressing, and the same 
amount about three weeks later.

MOLASSES FEED FOR HORSES. 

E. A. R, Dublia, Ga.—I wish to 
make a stock food for my stock, us- 
ing corn on the cob ground to a meal, 
also grinding some oats and peavine 
hay with it, and adding a little mo- 
lasses. Can you tell me the quantity 
of each to use, so that I will have a 
well balanced ration? 


Answer—Since cane molasses has 
about the same feeding value as In- 
dian corn, pound for pound, you 
might mix about two parts molasses, 
four parts corn and six parts oats for 
a horse at hard’ work and sufficient 
peavine hay to satisfy. Which is 
equivalent to saying 1-6 molasses, 1-3 
corn and cob meal, and &% oats of the 
grain ration and hay at pleasure, the 
“ration” meaning a day's supply.

MANGEL AND CARROT CULTURE. 

Jas. 1. Thomson, Griswoldville, Ga.— 
Please tell me through The Tri-Weekly 
how to grow and keep either man 
gels Or carrots for stock -and how to 
fertilize, etc. I want them for winter 
Use: By doing this you will much 
oblige. 

Ansawer—I have had. no personal ex 
perience in growing mangels and very 
little in carrots (for the table only) 
I have long been of the opinion that 
the culture of mangels is not advisab] 
in our southern climate, because the 
season is too long and the roots become 
woody and not likely to keep well when 
stored for winter stock feeding. The 
seeds may be sown when peach trees 
are in full bloom, in rows 28 to 36 
inches wide, so as to permit » horse- 
hoe culture. The @goil should be rich 


and well prepared and the seeds (8 tol 


10 lbs. per acre) sown in smooth, mel 
low soils and covered about one inch 
in depth. The plants should be thinned 
to one plant in a place so as to nave 
about thirty thousand plants to the 
acre, or six inches apart in 30-inch 
rows. This thinning should be done 
when the plants are in their: fourth 
leaves. The fertilizer 4h)ould be applie 
in advance of sowing, say 500 to 1,00 
pounds per acre, of a mixture of 1,00 
lbs. acid phosphate. 300-!bs. cotton see 
meal and 300 lbs. of muriate of potash 
As a top dressing in two or more 
dressings during growth there should 
be used about 300 lbs. of nitrate of 
soda to the 1,600 lbs. of the first named 
ingredients. Commence with. shallow 
cultivation as soon as plants are well 
up. For this purpose a hand garden 
2-wheel hoe is properly the best im- 
plement using the flat scraper, or knife 
blades, and pushing the implement 
astride the rows.

A “SUCK-EGG DOG.” 

w. P. R.. Kinga Creek, §&. c.—I have 
a fine young dog that has taken up 
the habit of eating eggs. I want to 
ask if there is any reliable remedy to 
break him from eating eggs other than 
killing him. 

Answer: I do not find in the “books” 
any remedy for a “‘suck-egg” dog, Ap- 
parently the veterinary surgeons and 
suthors consider such a condition, or 
habit, as beneath their notice. I re- 
call two popular remedies: One is to 
boil an egg for two or three minutes, 
or until hot through and through, but 
not hard. Put the egg at once into 
the dog’s mouth and forcibly close his 
jaws so as to give him a bad taste in 
his mouth. Another is to pick a small 
hole into each of two or three eggs and 
put in 3 or grains of tartar emetic. 
Four grains i8 a good vomiting and 
sick-producing dose. It is claimed 
that the burned mouth, in the one case, 
or the sickening effect in the other, 
will be associated In the memory of 
the dog with the egg, and he will ever 
after leave eggs alone. I do not vouch 
for either remedy.
